The councilmembers shall be
elected from the city at large, and each councilmembers shall be elected to and
occupy a place on the council, such places being numbered and designated 1, 2, 3,
4, 5, 6 and mayor. The mayor and the councilmembers serving in Place 2, Place 5.
and Place 6 shall be elected in 2006 and every three years thereafter. The
councilmembers serving in Place 1. Place 3, and Place 4 shall be elected in 2008
and every three years thereafter.
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PART 3. The election shall be conducted as provided in Ordinance No. 20060302-02.
The provisions of Ordinance No. 20060302-02 relating to the conduct of the election are
incorporated by reference as part of this ordinance.
